The need for an emergency 
management plan was discussed 
by: the council in. which Cole 
said the town needs to have a 
very detailed plan put together 
for the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) 
He said FEMA has indicated that 
the more information it has con- 
ceming the town’s needs during 
a disaster, the better prepared it 
will be to help in the future 

Cole said. he felt the town 
would be better served by form- 
ing a committee’ to look into this 
matter and develop a plan to 
submit. He asked council mem- 
ber Ron McMonagle to serve as 
chairman of the committee 

“We're going to need every- 
body to work on this,” Cole said 

According to emergency man- 
agement officials, the committee 
will need to have its plan put 
together for submission in 
March 

The council also discussed 
plans for an upcoming fund rais- 
ing event.in which council mem- 
ber Johnnie Herron‘said’a ques- 
tion’ came up during a planning 
meeting concerning the legality 
of accepting: private donations 
for the city to use for grants.

Gov. Jim Folsom birthplace home moved to Elba 


The birthplace home of Gov. 


James E, “Big Jim’ Folsom, the, 


only Coffee County resident ever 


élected Governor of Alabama, - 


was recently moved: 16 miles to 
Elba to city-owned property on 
the west side of the old city jail. 

The home will be restored to 
the way it was in 1908 when Big 
Jim Folsom was born there on 
Oct. 9, the youngest of 8 children 
of Joshua Marion Folsom and 
Eulala Dunavant Folsom: It will 
become a museum. to remind 
people of what life might have 
been like at the turn of the centu- 
ry. 
The area in front of the house 
will be fenced with either oma- 
mental wire fencing or a hand- 
made wrought iron fence. A 
Southern ' Heirloom Flower 
Garden will be established, with 
raised flower beds and brick 
paths inside the fenced area, and 
antique roses climbing on the 
fence . . 

Old brick, off-street parking 
will be in front of the fence by 
the street. Fruit trees, including 
fig, pear, plum, persimmon, 
pecan and a pomegranate bush 
will be planted in the back yard, 
along with a scuppernong vine. 
Jacob Davis, Vocational teacher 
at the Elba High School and his 
students will participate in the 
landscaping. 

The landscaping is a commu- 
nity project of Woodmen of the 
World Lodge 1932 and 1933. 
Nell Gilmer chairs this commit- 
tee and has selected committee 
members to assist with the plan- 
ning/designing of the garden. 
Matching funds from Woodmen 
of the World will help fund the 
landscaping, along with contn- 
butions froni other sources. 


In 2001, Coffee. County 
Chairman Linda Westbrook con- 
tacted businesses and individuals 
in Elba to. make them aware of 
the project and asked for contri- 
butions to make this move possi- 
ble. 

The home was moved ‘by 
Hussey Home Movers and set up

These four men met on the 
USS Dorchester, They were 
chaplains — Protestant, Catholic, 
Jewish. They came from four 
different towns — a country boy 
from Vermont, the city boy from 
Washington, the slum kid from 
Newark and the minister's son 
from New York City 

George Fox had served as a 
medical corps assistant in World 
War I, receiving a’Silver Star for 
bravery for rescuing a wounded 
soldier on the battlefield filled 
with poison gas. He

Fox came home to Vermont 
and became a public accountant. 
Later, he felt led to study for the 
ministry. When world war came 
again, he told his wife and two 
children, “I've got to go. 1 know 
what our boys .are about fo 
face.” 

Alexander Goode had

father’s footsteps dnd become a- 


rabbi. Growing up in the 
WaShington, ‘D.C. area, he 
walked 15. miles to Arlington 
Cemetery out of respect to see 
the interment of the Unknown 
Soldier.

Goode thought 
he could help heal men’s souls if 
he knew how. to heal their bod- 
ies, so he got a medical degree.

“Dad, don't pray for my, safe 
return — just pray that I shall do 
my duty.” And that’s what his 
father prayed 

John P. Washington, the son 
of Irish) immigrants 
Newark, New Jersey, grew up'in 
poor family with nine mouths to 
feed. He sold. newspapers to 
help his. family’s income 
Johnny, as he was known, sang 
in his church choir and was the 
leader of the South Twelfth 
Street Boys in Newark. 

Washington. chose ~ the 
priesthood and later organized 
baseball teams for boys in his 
parish. When war came and 
some of his boys went into the 
army, Father Johnny -went 
along with them. 

On that fateful day, February 
2. 1943. at 12:55 a.m. about 
150’ miles from Greenland, a 
torpédo from a U-223 ripped 
into the Dorchester’s right 
side. An old ship brought out 
of mothballs for the war, the 
Dorchester immediately began 
to ‘sink. The four chaplains 
took charge of handing out life 
vests and let others board the 
lifeboats, 

Survivors recall seeing the 
four standing on the deck, their 
arms linked, praying for the 
safety of the men escaping the 
ship into icy waters. Their act 
of ‘heroism sixty years ago 
brings to mind the timeless 
words of Jesus, “Greater love 
hath no man than this that a 
ran Tay down his! life*for his 
friends.” (John 15:13)

Elba City Council gives approval for first two alcohol 
licenses following advertised public hearings

On Monday night the Elba 


City Council unanimously gave 
final approval on two applica- 


tions for licenses to sell -alco- - 


holic beverages within the ‘city 
limits of Elba. This willbe the 
first legal sale of alcohol in Elba 
since prior to- prohibition and 
possibly the very first legal sale 
> ever... Following -a petition 
drive that was presented to the 
local city. government request- 
ing a vote on the issue, Elba cit- 
izens voted last November to 
approve the legal sale of alcohol 
within the city limits. Local fax 
income generated the sale of 
alcoholic beverages has been 
earmarked: by the Elba City 
Council to bolster the financial- 
ly strapped local public schools. 
Dropping state funding has kept 
the local school system in a 
money crunch for'the last sever- 
al years. 

Following a required public 
hearing, Elba Texaco Food Mart 
was granted a city license for off 
premise sale. of beer and wine. 
Friendship Package Store #2 
was granted a.city license to sell 
liquor for off premise consump- 
tion. There were no protests 
voiced to the city council on 
either license request during the 
public hearings.

terrorist elimination Act of 2003 


Congressman Terry Everett, 
R-Alabama, has introduced leg- 
islation to provide the Federal 
government with more options 
to stop terrorists if our national 
security is at risk, The Terrorist 
Elimination Act (HR 356) lifts 
the Federal goyernment’s ban on 
assassination of terrorist leaders 
who pose a direct threat to our 
national security, 

Congressman Everett, a mem- 
ber of the House Armed 
Services Committee and House 
Permanent Select Committee on 
Intelligence, sees a critical need 
for HR 356 in view of the new 
non-conventional threats 
America faces in the war on ter- 
rorism. 

“As America continues to 
prosecute the war on terrorism, 
nf is absolutely vital that our mil- 

have ut its disposal all the 
tod a necessary to deal with ter- 
rorist threats to our nation,” 
Everett said. 
"Currently, our armed forces 


can launch large bombing mis- 
sions in hopes of taking out ter- 
rorist leaders, but the scale of 
such campaigns does not always 
lend itself to success, 
Unfortunately, our military and 
intelligence community is hand- 
icapped from being able to tar- 
get these terrorists through 
smaller, more focused opera- 
tions, Our Government's hands 
are tied due (to a series of 
decades old executive orders 
banning assassination of for- 
eigners, 

"The events of September 11, 
2001 have dramatically changed 
the world in which we live, cre- 
ating new, more elusive. enc- 
mi¢s, In the new global terror- 
ism environment, the United 
States can no longer afford to be 
locked into a position of 
responding t© terrorist attacks, 
We must be able to ute all 
means available before such 
threats become actual terrorist 


strikes against Americans, It is 
very clear, however, that terror- 
ists do not recognize agreements 
among countries." 

The Terrorist Elimination Act 
nullifies the effect of provisions 
of three Presidential executive 
orders prohibiting Federal 
employees from attempting and 
performing assassinations. 

The legislation impacts Ford 
Administration Executive Order 
11905, Carter Administration 
Executive Order 12036, and 
Reagan Administration 
Executive Order 12333, which 
to yarying degrees ban Federal 
employees from performing 
assassinations of foreign offi. 
cials when required for our 
national security. 

HR 356 seeks to allow our 
intelligence and military com- 
munity the ability to act quickly 
and ‘decisively to stop terrorists 
before they are able to inflict 
harm ypon our nation, 


ly, Teceive a letter of commit- 
ment from the City of Elba for 
preseniation to the state ABC 
bolrd for further approval from 
the state agency.

the’ applicant can receive. a 
license from thé City of Elba 
and be in business to legally sell 
their: respective alcohol prod- 
ucILS). 

Police Chief. Ru W. Whitworth 
reported that drug ‘arrests. are 
way. up, as indicated on the 
monthly activity report present- 
ed to the city council. At 26 drug 
arrests-during the month, there 
Was an increase of 19: arrests for 
January 
- The Elba police also partici- 
pated in busting, six myth labs 
within the county, some in the 
city limits*and the others out in 
the county. During the first ten 
days of February they partici- 
pated: in an additional. three 
myth labs bust. A total. of 25 
arrests Were made by city, coun- 
ly and state officials in connec- 
Uon with these illegal drug man- 
ufacturing operations. 

The monthly police activity 
report also showed that criminal 
arrests jumped by 54 to a total 
of 76. while traffic arrests 
dropped by 68. to a total of 51 
and traffic warnings were down 
by a whopping 204, or two- 
thirds, Accident investigations 


were down by ‘three* but DUI 
arrests were up by ‘two.. Police 
officers drove 15,802 miles of 
official - mileage ~Buring 
month of January. There were 
105 calls received from the pub- 
lic for Service during this time 
period. 

The council accepted the low 
bids on supplies for the recre- 
ation program. A total of five 
bidders bid on dozens of recre- 
ation items to be used through- 
out thé year. The low bidder on 
each individual item was award- 
ed the bid: only on that item. 
Purchases’ ‘will be. made 
throughout jthe year when and if 
the equipment is needed-by the 
recreation department and par- 
ticipating ball teams. 

Mayor. Grimes announced 
approval of a $40,000 CDBG 
downtown. revitalization study 
grant’ from: the Alabama 
Department of Economic and 
Community Affairs (ADECA). 
A letter from Governor Bob 
Riley announced the approval 
on January 31st. 

The council also approve a 
resolution requesting $110,000 
in grant funds from ADECA to 
install a sewer line from the 
existing sewer system to Kelley 
Foods as a reaction to planned 
expansion at the local facility. 
There is a requirement for 
$23,831 in local match money

Monthly bills ~~" totaling 
$12,241.13. were approved. for 
payment. They included 


$2,668.33 for vehicle and equip- 
ment tepairs: $1,519.51 for 
asphalt mix and $1,099.40. for 
sewer supplies. 

Mayor James Grimes. report- 
ed that city finances are in good 
shape. He said, “Revenue ‘and 
expenses look. real .good right 
now”. Revenue is up for the first 
three months of the fiscal year 
and expenses for the most part 
are lower. than budgeted. 
Grimes noted that sales tax revy- 
enue for December 2002 com- 
pared to December 2001 was 
$156,354 and $140,000 respec- 
tively. That is an. increase of 
about $16,000 for December, 
usually the biggest sales tax 
month of the year, 

City Clerk Wayne Grantham 
reported that the ongoing paving 
project is complete, except for 
final inspection. He. added that 
the levee rehab project is going 
real well and there are now five 
pending applications for alcohol 
licenses, 

The council also gave final 
approval to abandonment of 
John Street, off Winston Street.
